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A speech delivered by former Governor 
J. Bracken Lee of Utah, on April 20, 1957, 
before the convention of the Congress of 
Freedom in Biloxi, Mississippi. 

I am sure you people are thoroughly 
sold on what you are doing and for me to 
repeat a lot of things you already know 
would be out of order. I have another pur- 
pose here today. As you know, I am the 
new Director of “For America” and it be- 
comes my duty as I travel over the various 
States and talk to groups to sell them on 
the idea of what we are trying to do. 

We have no intention of interfering with 
any other patriotic organization. You can 
be assured so long as I am the director 
you have the wholehearted support of our 
organization in your efforts. We do not in- 
tend to attempt to take members away 
from you but to get members for you be- 
cause we realize that everyone of these 
organizations are highly important to the 
Cause and I am not one who feels we must 
come, under one head to accomplish re- 
sults. In fact, hasn’t the very success of 
the Communist Party been founded on the 
theory of having many organizations? 
Think of all the Communist-fronts. I wish 
we had an American in every organization. 
That’s what I want—and so long as we are 
working for the same end and same goal, 
we are going to bless everyone of you and 
offer our assistance and our help. 

Now, I am going to give you some of 
my thinking acquired in my service in 
public office. 

I recently read a book I think everyone 
should read, and that is “The Big Give 
Away” by Eugene Castle—and you should 
read it because it is a marvelous book. 
There are some staggering figures in it in 
regard to the world give-away program. 

I am not promoting this book for 
Eugene Castle; I am promoting it for the 
information it contains. One thing he points 
out that rather staggered me is the fact 
that since the beginning of our government 
up until 1950, a period of 158 years, the 
Federal Government has collected in taxes 
from its people the tremendous sum of 406 
billions of dollars;—that is from the be- 
ginning up to 1950. Four hundred and six 
billions of dollars! 

During that period of time we fought 
6 major wars: the 2 World Wars, the 
Spanish American War, the Civil War, the 
War of 1812, the Mexican War, mostly paid 
for out of the taxation. We had run up 
some debt, of course, but now compare 
these 6 major wars with 158 years of 
government. Then take the year of 1950 
up to and including the year of 1956, a 
period of 7 years, in which we fought and 
did not win the Korean War. Your Federal 
government has taken from the American 
people 433 billions of dollars in 7 years. 
Now, to me that is a tremendous amount 
of money and I suppose it doesn’t mean 
very much unless you realize what has 
happened with this tremendous increase in 
funds that go to the Federal Government. 
I am sure you know that with. money goes 
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power, and in placing more money in the 
hands of your political leaders, you just 
place more and more power in their hands. 
That is what frightens me! 

Having had some experience in State 
government, I know how it operates and 
know if any individual elected to Congress 
or to a State Legislature would like a 
wonderful batting average as a voting re- 
cord, the best thing he can do is to vote 
“no” on every piece of legislation and he 
would be at least 90% right. I say that be- 
cause everyone of these groups have ex- 
actly the same approach. Every one of 
them. There is selfishness behind it to be- 
gin with. They want some special favors 
for themselves. 

They come along with the argument 
that if you simply pass this piece of legisla- 
tion or that it is going to be a wonderful 
thing for the people. Mind you, we do these 
things for the people as a whole and they 
have every argument why it will eventually 
pay for itself. You heard the argument on 
your highway program: the better roads 
that are built, the more money you will 
save on gas and oil, tires and repairs on 
your car, therefore that saving pays for 
the highway. We must agree there are 
some good arguments to everything. Which 
reminds me of the individual who was 
attempting to sell a deep freeze to a house- 
wife. She said we can’t afford it, and he 
said you can’t afford to be without it. He 
said you could buy your food wholesale; 
you could put it in this freezer and in no 
time at all the money you saved on the 
wholesale price will pay for the freezer. So 
she scratched her head and said, “You 
know we are saving now on our washing to 
pay on a dryer and washer; we are saving 
on our travel bus fare to pay for our auto- 
mobile; we are saving on our rent to pay 
on our home” and she said, “you know, I 
don’t thnk we can afford to save any more.” 

This illustrates what has happened in 
this country. We are passing legislation for 
the ,benefit of a small minority and to the 
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detriment of the great majority, and when 
we talk about minorities, we are all minori- 
ties. Actually there are people who argue 
that we should have majority rule. There 
is actually no such thing as majority rule. 
It is always minority rule. There is no 
such thing as a majority, and our country, 
of course, was founded on the theory not 
of majority rule, but the protection of 
minority. 

I am just working for Bracken Lee and 
the future of his family. I wouldn’t be here 
if I were not thinking of my future welfare 
and the welfare of my children so I am not 
like most politicians who will appeal to you 
from the standpoint that I am going to do 
something wonderful for you. It’s Bracken 
Lee I am interested in, but I have to help 
everyone so as to help Bracken Lee and the 
future of his children. 

It is impossible for any man or woman 
to have freedom and deprive others of that 
freedom. I must fight for your freedom im 
But what are we 
doing in this country’ “ach little group is 
nibbling away at the freedom of others and 
we have had a minority rule, and we have 
had most groups well organized and they, 
are doing a pretty good job of getting what 
they want. All have been organized but the 
great important people, the real backbone 
of our nation, the people who are earning 
an honest living in trying to carry their 
fair share of the burden. That includes 
people in all walks of life and that is actually 
a majority of the people. Some people think 
we are never going to be able to do this 
until we get a majority. Just give me a good 
strong minority and I will show you what 
we can do in this country. 

I used to think the solution to our prob- 
lems was the election of another party, the 
election of another individual, somebody, 
who believed as I do. But you know I have 
been disappointed so many times in my life 
in placing my trust in men who seek public 
office that I no longer think you will ever 
elect a sufficient number of men to do the 
job we think should be done. We are run- 
ning into the question of human nature 
again, and after all, we are all human 
beings, we all have the human weaknesses, 
The President of the United States is not a 
perfect man. He has many weaknesses of 
his own and so do these other people, so 
let’s get it out of our head that we are 
going to elect any perfect man to publie 
office. It is impossible. I will prove it to you. 

Your Government itself doesn’t trust any 
of us. Not one of us. Your government says 
that people cannot be trusted with power. 
They regulate your banks; they regulate 
this hotel; they regulate those who furnish 
meals; they regulate every walk of life; and 
the theory upon which they base this fact is 
that we cannot trust these people with too 
much power. 

We don’t say everybody is dishonest. We 
just simply say enough of them that you 
don’t trust them. We regulate banks on the 
theory that if we don’t some banker is going 
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to exploit the public. So everything is done 
to protect the public from being exploited. 
And yet, as we move along with this trend 
of the government saying that we cannot 
trust our citizens, the government is say- 
ing to us, but you can trust the politicians, 


thing in the world that keeps the 
man in public office from going too far with 
his power. That is why I want this Constitu- 
tion returned. I want every man in public 
Office to. be regulated, the same as the 
government regulates everyhedy else to keep 


from being. ited by those in pu 
office as you a being exploited today. 
I have | to elect men to public 


office who Have made certain: pledges to me 
and I oe found through some reason or 
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the criticism. I think he was right, but don’t 
you know I can get back into the speeches 
that were made by Mr. Eisenhower and 
show you the same line of thinking before 
he became President, and even after that. I 
thought when I first heard that we elected 
the wrong Eisenhower, but you know, if 
you put Edgar in there he, undoubtedly, 
would do the same thing as his brother, 
when he gets on the other side of the fence. 
You see, power is a terrible thing in the 
other fellows hands, but never in ours. Did 
you ever think of that? If we just had the 
power. 

So I say don’t put your trust in any man 
when it comes to power. You are asking too 
much of human nature. Mr. Eisenhower and 
Mr. Dulles both said this treaty-making 
power of the ee: Branch was a ter- 
rible thing in of Mr. Truman. but 
when they got ~ they thought it was 
wonderful didn’t they? See the human 
weakness? 

Sure, you’ll find an occasional city and 
an occasional state administration who will 
lean toward the thing we believe in, but 
money is power and the minute you let the 
Federal government put its hands in the 
pockets of the people, you lost state’s rights, 
as the people in the South know, and you'll 
never get it back until you return to this 
Constitution, and you’ll never return to this 
Constitution until you take the money away 
from the Federal Government. There is no 
other way to stop them. And I have people 
say to me: “Why that would create chaos if 
you take 33 billions of dollars out of the 
hands of the people in Washington.” Well, 
what are you going to have unless you do 
do it? 

People say we must do this; we must 
work out a program. We are going to do 
this a little at a time, but as far as I’m 
concerned when your doing evil you cut it 
out. You don’t stop smoking cigarettes a 
little at a time; you don’t stop drinking by 
tapering, or you don’t stop dope by tapering 
off. You don’t stop anything that is evil by 
tapering off. And I am interested in a major 
operation to put a stop to this evil thing. 

We run into all kinds of excuses when 
you start doing something you believe in, 
and I might tell you right now I’m not 
interested in anybody’s excuse as to why it 
can’t be done. I’m through listening to 
these people. They say to me, “How are you 
going to pay this tremendous debt?” And 
believe me it is tremendous! But let me ask 
you, how are they paying it now? You'll 
never pay it until you return morality to 
government. You have a better chance of 
paying that debt when you take this im- 
moral income tax and this money away 
from them than if you let them continue to. 
spend it. I’m told you’re going to throw 
hundreds of thousands of Federal employees 
out of work. You have a Federal payroll of 
a billion dollars a month; twelve billion dol- 
Jars a year, and it’s growing every day. Cer- 


you right now, 


tainly you will throw a lot of them out of 
work, and I sympathize with them. I don’t 
want men thrown out of work. But I tell 
they have been treated 
pretty nicely. They have been getting a big 
pay check; they have been traveling all 
over the world at our expense, many of them 
living in luxury they never knew before, in- 
cluding many Senators and Congressmen. 

Personally, I don’t want them to starve, 
so I suggest we put them on relief—it’s a 
lot cheaper. Sixty-five dollars or maybe one 
hundred dollars a month for relief as 
against the minimum of $6500 a year plus a 
lot of expenses—you could save a lot of 
money. 

The opposition tries to get you off 
the track. But I refuse to get off the track. 
I say to these people, “I am very sympa- 
thetic to your program, and hope after we 
take this money away by some miracle they 
may be able to help you, but as far as I am 
concerned, I value my freedom first, and 
the only way I can retain or get it back is. 
to get rid of that tax and take the power 
from these people.” I sympathize very 
much with all of these programs and agree 
with them. Take your various groups here, 
you have constitutional amendments, you 
want to return to States Rights; you want 
to get the government out of big business. 
You have all of these and others, and I am 
for every one of them.—But I contend when 
you take the money away from Washington 
that you are automatically going to stop 
most of this because if they haven’t the 
money to squander and create the bureaus 
to interfere with you, you are automatically 
going to correct most of it. You’re going to 
get it back to where, instead of the Federal 
government extending Federal aid to the 
State, you are going to have the States ex- 
tending State Aid to the Federal Govern- 
ment—where it belongs. That’s the reason I 
do not worry at all when somebody says; 
“what about this big war budget we have— 
we have this fear of the Soviet Union, we 
must keep a strong Army, Navy, and Air 
Force”. because I know no American is 
going to deprive our Federal Government of 
those things necessary for our defense, even 
if the States have to take over and help 
them with it. I am sure they will do it, be- 
cause we all love this country and we are 
not going to let any nation come over and 
take it away from us, 

I have always taken the attitude if you 
are going to elevate people, you must 
appeal to them from the standpoint of the 
things that are good because there is good 
in everybody. I contend if you appeal to 
them with the things that are good, eventu- 
ally you elevate all your people, because you 
will appeal to them to lift themselves up 
not from the standpoint of greed. So it’s my 
thinking and my appeal has always been on 
the basis that this is the best thing for us. 
To return morality to the Government is 
the thing to do, not to talk about buying 
your support or buying your vote, but to 
get you thinking about something better. I 
ran for office and I asked for votes—appeal- 
ed to the good people. But you know the 
New Deal has been successful by reversing 
that, by going out and appealing to the 
weaknesses—something in your pocket. 

I have now salved my conscience so that 
I can make the selfish appeal and still ac- 
complish a morale angle, and that is by 
appealing to the standpoint that you are 
going to get a raise in pay, the biggest raise 
you have ever had in your life if you will 
support my theory of the elimination of the 
16th Ammendment. So you see I am using 
the very thing that has been used to de- 
stroy. 

Now if you think for one minute I am 
going to waste my time going to Washing- 
ton and trying to convert a bureaucrat to 
giving up his job, you are foolish, because I 
won’t do it; and I wouldn’t waste five 
minutes of my time trying to talk to a big 
banker to give up this thing because he is 
making something out of it—Foreign Aid 
and all the rest. Nor would I waste my time 
talking to a group of labor leaders, who are 
getting something out of this and like” es I 
wouldn’t waste my ‘time talking to 


business, ‘because big business is getting 
something out .of it. Big Government, big 
business, big bankers and big: ‘labor, but 
there are a lot of good Americans who are 
not getting anything out of this but the 
privilege of paying the bill! The backbone of 
your nation that you can appeal to, ‘and 
you can accomplish something with it. It is 
my honest opinion that if you- forget trying 
to boost somebody for public ‘office, and 
let me tell you I am no canddate for pub- 
lic office, I think I can do more by 
never being a candidate for public ‘office 
because I want the people behind this thing. 
I don’t want them behind me, EF want them 
behind a principle. That’s why I talk the 
way I do. 

Don’t let people tell you it can’t be done. 
Let me tell you something about this 
theory that a thing can’t be done. You will 
hear all kinds of arguments as to why it 

can’t be done, but do you realize that all 
the things worth while “in tt have been 
done by a handful of * Do you know 
you would never have vered erica 
if it hadn’t been for a few people who had 
the theory and the thought? If you had 
waited for the masses of people in Europe 
to decide there was an America on the other 
side of the earth here and you-could travel 
across by boat and find it; they would have 
said you were crazy. If we had waited for 
the great majority of people to say that 
man could fly in a plane, you would never 
have flown. If you wait for the majority of 
people to say this can be done, it will never 
be done. But I am telling you it can be 
done! Do you know that power lies in the 
hands of the people? 

If you want to throw fear into a Dicta- 
tor, just get the people to rumbling a little 
bit and watch the smoke fly. You just don’t 
realize the power that is in your hands and 
the hands of the many Amsdticans, if we 
will just fight for it. we 

I recently returned doen Weehineton 
and talked to a number-of Senators and 
Congressmen, and Senator Bridges -told me 
“you know I have been.here .a long time 
but never in my life have I seen the flood 
of mail that is coming into the Senate and 
the House today, and the. White House. 
They are not petitions and not -stereo-type 
letters” he said, “they are letters from 
people in all walks of life. Not letters who 
are threatening to defeat them at the next 
election, but just sensible letters from the 
heart, wanting to know when the leaders in 
this country are going to consider the wel- 
fare of the American people for a change.” 
Oh! how effective that is. If you can just 
pass that word out;—write this letter from 
the heart. 

Somebody started the idea, after he paid 
his income tax, wrapping up an old dirty 
shirt and mailing it back. YOU GOT MY 
MONEY, NOW HERE’S MY SHIRT. Very 
effective, and I will tell you why it is effec- 
tive. Any person who will take the trouble 
to wrap up a package and pay the postage 
on it, that Congressman knows that you 
are mad about it, and don’t forget that 
these fellows are politicians. Don’t you know 
the reason why they have been doing what 
they do? Because they are surrounded with 
these organized pressure groups. The only 
pressure they get is from the spenders and 
none from the people who don’t have the 
time because they are working too hard to 
make ends meet. 

I contend we have to do something and 
we have to put our hearts into it and we 
have to put some money into it. There is 
no use kidding yourself. You have got to 
put your heart in it and some money. 

Now let’s suppose as we move along, 
we find we are not very effective in putting 
this over. If you keep all these groups in 
contact with one another, there could come 
a time, maybe prior to next March 15th, 
when we could do as Mary Cain has done. 
We could contact all of these different 
groups by mail, we could have them contact 
their members and say “how many of you 
people will pledge to fill out that Income 
Tax Return on the basis that you won't 
fill it out because it might: nate you 
under the Fifth Ammendmérit.” ryou 
could get thousands of people doing" that, 
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and we figure out how many agents they 
can afford to go after us, we will lick this 
thing one way or another. No one can con- 
test you honestly in what you are fighting 
.. for. I defy anyone to get up and debate 

these issues with me, anywhere, anytime. 
That is the way I feel about it. 

And you know, like somebody who spoke 
here before, I am not afraid of the Soviet 
Union at all. Not a bit afraid of them. I 

have no fear of thé “atomic bomb.” You 


can’t kill me any quicker with that bomb - 
- when it was nearing Leningrad; he ‘sup- 


‘than you ean with a brick over the head. 
_. We don’t, in my opinion, have any more to 

fear today, or near as much to fear, as our 
‘forefathers did, not near as much. We are 
much safer, but our government has béen 
"operating on féar to keep us afraid so we 
. will keep letting’ them take our money and 
., thus have more power over us to decide 

how we should live our lives. © 7

The doings and involvements of our 
own government are now so huge, so 
ubiquitous, so complex that the average 
citizen actually has not the slightest notion 
of what it is all about. How CAN the aver- 
age man in the street,struggling to get 
along and take care of his family on a few 
measly thousand 50¢ dollars a year, compre- 
hend a 72 BILLION dollar annual budget?
